Yesterday Sir Stanley 
Maude announced that our Indien cavalry 
have ridden on the heels of the retreating 
‘Turks thirty miles beyond Bagdad; and, 
as a natural consequence of this advance, 
the Russians report their recapture of 
Kermanshah on the caravan ronte from 
Teheran to Bagdad. It is lamentable that 
the selfishness of Lancashire should seek, 
at, such a moment, to sacrifice the best 
interesis of brave and loyal India. 
Fortunately, the House of Commons 
showed: little sympathy with the demand. 
Thanks largely to .the moderating 
influence of Mr. Asquith, the Man- 
chester amendment was defeated by a 
majorfty of more than two to one, and 
the Government's resolution, with a blame- 
less addition Gevised by Mr Asquith to 
satisfy the scruples of his Free Trade 
friends, was accepted, ihe debate, in 
the upshot, was not without good results. 
Tt emphasised the value of India's 
contribution in the war to the common 
catse of Empire; and it asserted the 
right which “her people have earned to 
receive from Great Britain every) con: 
sideration in their national developthent. 
The value of India’s contribution was 
eloquently reviewed by Mr. Chamberlain. 
Germany. counted confidently upon India's 
being @ source of grave anxiety to Great 
Britain in a European war She das 
been, not a source of anxiety, Lut a tower 
of strength. Indian troops were the. first 
troops from overseap to land in France. 
They have tought in three Continents, in 
almost every theatre of war

It 
not only a means of raising revenue: it 
is also a measure, which both Anglo- 
Indian opinion and native opunion have 
long demanded, for emancipating the 
country’s social and economic life. All 
the Manchester argument against it re- 
solves itself, in the last resort, into, this— 
that, in a conflict between Indian interests 
and Lancashire interests, Indian interests 
must go to the wall. It is the naked 
Prussian argument of colonial exploita- 
tion. Unhappily, a British political 
party, in its blind worship of the fetish 
of Free Trade, has involved itself, in this 
particular instance, in support of that 
manifestly indefensible principle.

Mr. Balfour 
politely refused Mr. Outhwaites sugges- 
tion that, in justice to Lord Kitchener s 
memory, he should state how it was that 
the negatiations for the employment of a 
Gireek force at Gallipoli broke down. It 
is possible that there may be some refer- 
ence to this matter in the excised passages 
of the report, and, if so, it will be 1n- 
teresting to see if it is published in the 
White Paper which Mr. Bower Law pro- 
poses to issue after discussion with Mr, 
Asquith. : 

In introducing the Government motion 
accepting India’s contribution to the War 
Lean, and approving by implication the 
increased duties by which she will raise 
the necessary revenue, Mr, Chamberlain 
made a long and interesting speech, Lt 
began with a survey of the various con- 
tributions in men, money, and munitions 
that India had already made to the con- 
duct of the war. Many tributes were paid

After this exordium the Indian Secre- 
tary passed to a closely reasoned argument 
for the increase in the cotton duties. He 
declared that those Lancashire members 
who had demanded a corresponding Kx- 
cise duty were asking what “ neither this 
nor any other Government would grant.” 
It would be going dead in the teeth of 
Indian opinion. This portion of the 
speech aroused, for obvious reasons, great 
enthusiasm on the Nationalist benches, 
and Mr. Jeremiah MacVeagh called out: 
“A good Heme Rule speech ; come and sit

Another remarkable demonstration was 
witnessed when Mr. Chamberlain began a 
special appeal to Mr. Asquith to support 
the motion with the words, *' I know his 
lovalty to colleagues.’’

AN UNFORTUNATE POSITION.

The labourer is apt 
to be better paid this year than ever he was 
before. The least he can do in return is to 
give @ satisfactory day’s work, and turn up 
when he ie wanted.

view. He can get his 
hurry and more comfort.

I have found; some 
in busy times, when I could not get a man 
to hire by the day, quite ready to come and 
do garden work for mo at 4 a.m. Then, so 
far as the farmer is concerned, when he has 
his eyes wide open we find him: quite ready to 
get his work done—whatever it is—at the most 
favourable time, no matter what the clock has 
to say. At hay-cutting time one may hear the 
mowing machines working away even before 
sunrise. Lt is coo) then, and there are no flies 
to worry man and horse. I know one very 
wide-awake farmer who, in the dis&strously 
wet autumn of 1907, saved a large field of 
oats in excellent condition by working. at 
night. He was able to get labour, too, for 
the -ccasion by paying what it was worth.

bowels and Milkshops (Ireland) Order. 
908. ‘They did not cease to sell 
milk bf their own free wil; they were 
compelled to slop selling it auee they 
would not be qualified for registration unless 
they remodelied their cowmheds. How many 
farmers’ cowaheds 550 eubic feet of alr 
apace for every co The Order was unwork- 
able without a loan on easy terma to help the 
farmers to make the necessary alterations.

What the Meath Councils demand is the eatab- 
lehbment of milk sétations, ‘on tae lines of egy 
stations, by giving a. bonus of, say, £5 per 
annum to seiected farmers in necessitous dia. 
tricta who would undertake to keep a supply of 
milk all the year round for sale at fixed prices 
Such stations would be under the control of the 
county commitiees of agriculture, and would, 
oí course, be registered and supervised. This 
scheme would ensure beth supply and cleanii- 
ness. The mexvimum cost per county would be 
about £500. In some counties a dozen stations 
would be suflicient. The theory that food 
supply cannot be rate-sided ia demolished in 
the Notification of Births Act, and under the 
various emergency Acie hes been wholly ig- 
nored. There is, in any case, no room for 
sheng when children are dying of want. 
A+further suggestion has been made to the 
Departinent of i“ riculture-—that, following the 
precedent of th@ Tillage Regulations, the De- 
partment should insist on stock-ownera provid- 
ing for the grazing of one milch cow for every 
ten other cattle atocked. This would sesure an 
abundance of milk and butter, increase the 
number of cattle, and materially increase en. 
ployment. One of the great eduges of milk 
scarcity and high prices of buiter has been the 
wholesale refusal of gragiera to give place to 
landless men’s cows owing to the high prices of 
beef. There were one thousand less cows in 
Meath last year, representing a diminution of 
half a million gallons of milk.—Yours, ete.
